WASHINGTON (l)—Senate orders 
for an investigation of unemployment 
and relief tended today to ease pres- 
sure for amendment of the adminis- 
tration’s $1,500,000,000 relief appropria- 
tion but may hinder the New Deal's 
wage and hours bill. 

The investigation resolution specified 
that the committee may inquire into 
unemployment caused by labor saving 
devices ‘‘mechanical and otherwise.” 

That language appeared to author- 
ize the committee to examine working 
conditions in any factory anywhere in 
the United States to determine whether 
so-called ‘“stretch-out” practices or 
over-long hours are closing jobs to the 
jobless. Such information would bear 
directly on President Roosevelt’s plan 
to establish a federal board to fix max- 
imum wages for industry in or af- 
fecting interstate commerce. 

Cloakroom gossip indicated that 
Congress did not like the Roosevelt 
wage and hours plan as drafted by 
New Deal experts. If it were acted 
upon at this session—and there will be 
tremendous administration pressure 
for action—the bill would be redrafted, 
probably to limit the scope of the pro- 
posed labor standards board in fixing 
minima and maxima.

WASHINGTON (lP—Uncle Sam is 
having his picture taken—the larg- 
est photograph in the world. 

When it is finished, some years 
hence, it will cover an area of more 
than 3,000,000 square miles. The pho- 
tograph was begun in 1934 and already 
is nearly one-third finished. 

It is the most gigantic photographic 

| effort in the world’s history, this aerial 

picture of the United States. It like- 
wise will be the most expensive photo- 
graph in all history, costing, when 
completed, about $30,000,000. 

The aerial survey is being made by 
three government services—the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration, 
the Soil Conservation Service and the 
Forest Service.

Synthetic Fuel Is 
Solution For France 
In Event Of War

PARIS (tP— The problem of fuel 
supply for France’s modern motorized 
army in time of war has been solved, 
according to Charles Baron, prefect of 
the Hautes Alpes department and chief 
of the powder factories of France. 

His statement was made following a 
tour of inspection at the powder fac- 
tory of Sevran-Livry, where Baron, ac- 
companied by Edouard Daladier, min- 
ister of National Defense, General 
Gamelin, chief of the general staff, 
and General Jacomet, secretary of the 
War Ministry, saw a successful dem- 
onstration of the production of a syn- 
thetic oil fuel, a substitute for gaso-

This time the trouble is the nutria, 
a giant rat from South America, in- 
troduced to this country for its fur, 
which has been escaping in consider- 
able numbers in several districts. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, after a 
four-year campaign costing thousands 
of pounds, has just won its fight with 
the muskrat which was breeding in, 
thousands and undermining river and } 
railway embankments, when this new | 
threat appeared. | 

Last month nearly 100 nutrias es- | 
caped from a farm in Surrey. Reports | 
of other escapes have been made all ; 
over the country. | 

The Ministry of Agriculture has sent 
out a circular describing the nutria | 
and asking local authorities for evi- | 


The nutria averages between 12 and 
| 25 pounds in weight and when free it 
| bores long tunnels with a diameter of 
some 12 inches in the banks of rovers ; 
and streams. 

“We do not know at present how 
much damage the nutria is likely to do. 
Nor do we know its rate of breeding 
when at liberty in this country,” M. C. 
A. Hinton, Deputy-Keeper of Zoology 
at the Natural History Museum, said. 

“Tt is very independent and elusive, 
seeking lonely stretches of river to 
nest. It thus can do a lot of damage 
before being discovered.

may be advanced as a reason for delay, 
so that Congress may act with the 
benefit of information to be obtained 
in that inquiry. 

{ The $1,500,000,000 relief appropria- 
tion for the fiscal year beginning July 
1, reached the Senate appropriations 
committee today with endorsement of 
@ subcommittee which has examined 
it. 


The subcommittee refused by a 5 to 
3 vote to reduce the sum to $1,000,000,- 
000. But it adopted, 7 to 3, the Byrnes 
amendment requiring sponsors of non- 
federal projects financed with relief 
funds to put up a minimum of 40 per 
cent of the cost. The average of non- 
federal funds now contributed to work 
relief projects is approximately 13 per 
cent. The President would be autho- 
| rized to ease the 40 per cent require- 
' mnt after investigation of individual 
\ cases. 

Indications were, however, that ad- 
ministration strength in the full com- 
| mittee was sufficient to throw out the 
| Byrnes amendment.
